This 
application of microfilms falls short of being fully realized by 
those who have contributed to the Hanmdboek since the only mention 
of them is in connection with their care as acquisitions te the 
library. They have thus come te be regarded more as a means of 
acquiring material not otherwise obtainable than as a method of 
rendering the collections available to these whe cannot come to 

the library er prefer to consult the source literature in the quiet 
ef their ewn surroundings. 

Perhaps it is the problem of the care of microfilmse as aequi- 
sitions to libraries that has prejudiced librarians against their 
practical use in extending library serviee to persons at a dis- 
tance. One of the advantages of this use which shewld appeal 
Strongly to librarians is that the beeks themselves do net leave 
the library and all the inconveriences and annoyances incident te 
this are avoided. The eperation of the limited-scale micrefile 
copying that weuld be necessary in most libraries, requires but a 
very Small amount of equipwent and no qualifications other than 
those possessed by the average library ewpleyee. The eperations 
involved in making microfilme are not much mere numerous than 
those required te serve readers whe come to the library, and they 
can usually be performed at times net deveted to satisfying the 
immediate needs of readers. 

The cest of micrefilm cepying in a library is very clesely 
prepertionate to that resulting from an increase in circulation 
due to any other cause. Since libraries are organized for use ani 
it is circulatien statistics which are the criteria of achievement, 
librariane should have little difficulty in obtaining, or hesi- 
tancy in allocating, the funds necessary fer an increase in the 
Circulation of their cellectiens arising frem the use of micro- 
files. 

Finally, it may be mentioned that since the system ef inter- 
library leans has been developed on the basis ef sutual aid, sicro- 
film copying sheuld likewise be regarded as a reeiproeal service 
among libraries. Even the smaller enes often pessees material 
needed by the clients of the larger libraries ami they sheuld be 
equipped to do their part in rendering mere widespread service 
through microfilm cepying.
